Beloved Clergyman 
Removed by Death 


Rey. Dr. Frederick A. Wilson 
Passed Away Suddenly 
Sunday Afternoon 


A life filled with everything with which 
life should be filled came to a close Sunday 
when Rev. Frederick Arthur Wilson, D.D., 
pastor-emeritus of the Free church, Andover’s 
most esteemed resident, passed away sudden- 
ly. Dr. Wilson had been on his way to church 
when he became ill, and he was returned to 
his home where in the surroundings so dear 
to him he breathed his last. He had not been 
well all winter, but had continued his active 
interest in the church. 

On’ Tuesday afternoon funeral services 
were held at the church which had been built 
during Dr. Wilson’s pastorate, replacing the 
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Taxpayers Ass’n 
in Open Meeting 


The town warrant was discussed Wednes- 
day night in the town hall at the first general 
meeting of the Andover Taxpayers’ associa- 
tion and a decision was made as to a course 
of action on each article, In general the 
recommendations of the town finance com- 
mittee were followed, the principal exception 
being the voting down of the Pine street 
sewer extension of $650. There was consider- 
able discussion about the playground super- 
vision for Shawsheen and Ballardvale and 
the gymnasium floor for the Shawsheen 
school, but both were voted down. The ambu- 
lance article was defeated, the sum of $350 
being Suggested instead for repairs. 

President Bernard L. McDonald presided 
and introduced two speakers, William L. 
MacIntosh of the Grafton Taxpayers’ asso- 
ciation and M. Neil Kimball of Leominster, 
service secretary of the Massachusetts Feder-

Three Congregational hymns were sung

the Saints.” The church organist, Ernest 
Thornquist, played before and after the 
service, 

The bearers were: David May, Stanley 
Hickok, Robert V. Deyermond, Leslie 
Christison, Frank A. Buttrick, and Lewis 
Paine. The ushers were: Thomas B. Gorrie, 
Joshua Paine, George Keith, and Fred Otis. 

Burial was in Spring Grove cemetery. 


LIFE OF DR. WILSON 


Born in Orono, Maine, on April 23, 1852, 
Dr. Wilson was graduated from Bowdoin 
college with the degree of A.B. in 1873, For 
two years he was principal of Fryeburg ac- 
ademy, and for four years instructor at the 
Hallowell Classical academy. He then en- 
tered the Bangor Theological seminary from 
which he graduated in 1882, and he was or- 
dained to the Congregational ministry at 
Orono October 26, 1882. He was the first 
pastor of the Orthodox Congregational 
church in Billerica, serving from 1882-1889, 
at which time he came to the old Free 
church. In 1908 the new church was built. 

He retired as pastor in 1920, being suc- 
ceeded by Rev. Arthur S. Wheelock. He was 
named pastor-emeritus, and he served as 
clerk of the church for many years. In 1923, 
on the occasion of the fiftieth anniversary of 
his graduation from Bowdoin, he was given 
an honorary degree of Doctor of Divinity. P 

On September 10, 1889, he married Flor- 
ence Nightingale Nason of Billerica, Mrs. 
Wilson’s father was the Rev. Elias Nason, 
well-known as a minister and speaker. She 
survives him, with one daughter, Miss Mira 
B. Wilson, principal of the Northfield semin- 
ary; a son, Rev. Frederick C. Wilson of the 
Ipswich Congregational Church; and three 
grandchildren, Jane Ryerson, Ruth Bigelow, 
and John Frederick Wilson. 

Aside from his interest in the church and 
its affairs, Dr. Wilson’s direct contacts with 
town organizations were few. He was a 
trustee of the Memorial Hall library, and he 
was active in the Historical society.

“Everything divine runs with dancing 
feet’ is the poetic aphorism of Nietsche. If 
that be true, what a lot of divinities running 
around loose in the world!

Roy E. Hardy was elected selectman and 
assessor Monday by a landslide majority in 
the biggest poliienl tintica val of recent years. 
Dr. J. J. Daly, defeated candidate for re- 
election, is the third selectman in three years 
to fail of re-election. 

Mr. Hardy’s election was not a surprise, 
but few imagined that the plurality could be 
so great. For selectman Dr. Daly received 
1411 votes while Mr. Hardy’s total was 3013, 
a margin of 1602. For assessor Mr. Hardy 
received 2978 against Dr. Daly’s 1375. 

All the other town officers were re-elected. 
Arthur W. Cole polled 1654 votes for town 
clerk, but George H. Winslow had almost 
1100 more. William B, Cheever was an easy 
winner for tax collector, and both J. Harry 
Playdon and William D, McIntyre were re- 
elected to the Board of Public Works, al- 
though John A. Robertson, young construc- 
tion engineer, polled a good vote in his first 
try for public office. 

The school committee contest was the only 
close race on the ballot. Mrs. Ralph N. C. 
Barnes and Arthur R. Le vere returned by 
very good margins, while Elmer J. Grover 
was re-elected by 124 votes over John Erving. 
In this contest, definitely a repercussion from 
the selectman’s fight, Mr. Grover had a mar- 
gin in five out of the six precincts, with Mr. 
Erving piling up a 122 vote margin in his 
home precinct on the Hill to exactly equal 
the total of the margins Mr. Grover had in 
the four precincts besides his own where he 
had a margin of 124, Precinct two was the 
last to report, the finals not coming through 
until after midnight. Mr. Grover and Mr. 
Erving were tied at 1381 with precinct two 
to come, this being the only undecided con- 
test at that time. 


Herbert P. Carter was returned to the 
school committee for the one-year term, al- 
most doubling the vote of his opponent, 
William Barron. Franklin H. Stacey had a 
comfortable lead over his first opponent in 
years, and Ralph T. Berry was Bs pea tree 
warden, Edward P, Hall had no trouble being 
re-elected to the planning board. 

Ballardvale was the first to report, with 
precinct one coming in almost at the same 
time, about 8.30. Later the village and Hill 
reported. Edward Doyle, warden on the 
Hill, then went to West Andover, where he 
straightened out affairs and the count from 
there came in about eleven. About twelve 
Town Clerk Winslow took over the count in 
precinct two, and with the aid of an adding 
machine the results were soon available. The 
count had not been started until 3.30, and 


there were stili 880 ballots to be counted at 
seven. 


First Venture on 
Radio Success 


The Townsman’s first venture with broad- 
casting election returns by radio met with 
considerable interest last Monday night. It is 
as far as is known, the first time that a small- 
town weekly in this part of the country has 
attempted to provide this service. 

In addition the Townsman had three tele- 
phones available for receiving inquiries, and 
these were kept busy for several hours. The 
Press and Townsman telephones were sup- 
plemented by the town accountant’s phone 
in an office near the town clerk’s, and through 
the courtesy of the telephone company, any 
call coming in on any one of the three lines 
which happened to be busy was transferred 
to another of the three. It was expected that 
the radio service would cut down the tele- 
phone calls considerably, but there were over 
300 calls received. 

The telephone in the tax collector's office 
was used for transmitting the returns to sta- 
tion WLLH in Lowell where William Noble 
was announcing. Andover’s first two pre- 
cincts to report were in ahead of the first 
Methuen and North Andover reports. 

When the first five precincts were in, the 
only contest about which there was any 
doubt was the school committee race be- 
tween Mr. Erving and Mr. Grover, and as 
soon as the final result on this was known, the 
station put it right on the air following 
shortly after with the finals on all the posi- 
tions

There are 28 articles in the annual 
warrant that call for the appropriation 
of money. Every one of those 28 articles 
has some merit, but added together they 
total $661,788.53. 

Andover cannot afford to spend that 
much money this year. Already our 
gross debt and per capita debt are much 
larger than those of other towns of the 
same size. At this time particularly we 
cannot undertake a $85 tax rate, the 
equivalent of 862 per person. Such a tax 
burden would inevitably mean increased 
rents and a general rise in the cost of 
everything we buy. 

There are desirable features about 
every appropriation asked for. The 
School Committee can explain why they 
need $5500 for “General Expense.” 
The Board of Public Works can tell us 
why it would be good business to finish 
the surfacing of River road. And so on 
down the list. 

The arguments for and against each 
article have been investigated and care- 
fully considered by the Finance Com- 
mittee and by other organizations, Some 
articles have been approved, some have 
been rejected, and others have been 
amended, 

The total appropriations approved by 
these organizations is approximately 
$587,250, a reduction of less than 12 
percent from the grand total of all the 
amounts asked for. 

It’s a fine and necessary thing to 
check each item, and great credit is due 
the men who have given their time and 
efforts to the investigation, But Andover 
is getting to be like the man who buys a 
car for 85c a day, a radio for 8c a day, an 
encyclopedia for L0c a day, and so on 
and so on. They are all worthwhile 
purchases—but he finally discovers that 
his weekly payments exceed his income. 

We are doing that same thing in our 
government, but the process is more 
insidious because it is not so obvious. 

It will require determination and 
direct action to check this trend and to 
effect any real reduction in the cost of 
town government, The first requirement 
is for the Town Meeting to consider 
every appropriation, not only on its 
merits, but in relation to the town bud- 
get as a whole. 

It should be the recognized duty of all 
town officials and town departments to 
plan and present their budgets in rela- 
tion to the complete budget and the 
town’s ability to pay the total bill. 

It is unfortunate that this essential 
responsibility has been largely over- 
looked in the intensive study of indi- 
vidual appropriations. But that is the 
situation and this year we must make 
the best of an unbalanced and unco- 
ordinated budget. 

More than ever before it is our duty to 
go to Town Meeting this year and to 
vote intelligently. We must consider
